FEDERAL LAWYERS 
FACE AN INQUIRY 
IN OLEO SCANDAL 


Government Investigates the 
Charges Against Prosecu- 
tors Davis and Childs. 


ACCUSED BY COL. INGRAM 


One Said to Have Protected Vio- 
lators of Law; the Other In- 


» volved Indirectly. 


BIG TURMOIL NOW UNDER WAY 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
Washington, D. C., July 19. — Special j— 
Sensational charges of misconduct, involv- 
ing two assistant United States district attor- 
neys at Chicago, are under investigation. 
The two attorneys under fire are facing 


investigation of the oleomargarine manu- 
facturers, some of whom were indicted last 
week by the federal grand jury sitting in 
Chitago. The government lawyers involved 
are: 


Ben Davis, assistant attorney at a sal- 
ary of $2,500 a year, charged with being 
a party to a plot to protect certain oleo- 
margarine makers from indictment. 

Robert W. Childs, assistant attorney at | 
a salary of $4,000 a year, charged with 
protecting Davis from investigation by 
the federal grand jury. 

The charges against the federal prosecu- 
tors were laid before Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Cabell by Col, C. H. Ingram, 
chief of the internal revenue agents assigned 
to the investigation of oleomargarine cases 
im the Chicago district. 


Childs a Revenue Law Expert. 

- Assistant Attorneys Childs and Davis were 
in charge of the federal grand jury's recently 
completed investigation of the oleomar- 
gerine manufacturers. Working withethem 
in the presentation of the facts to the jury 
were a number of internal revenue agents 
under Col, Ingram. Childs is an authority 
on the revenue law in its relation to oleomar- 
garine and has conducted several inquiries 
into violations of the statute. 

The grand jury which returned indictments 
against twenty-three officials and employés 
of the Moxley, Jelke, and Braun oleo com- 
panies last Thursday also indicted three rev- 
enue agents, Frank P. Caviezel, L. C. La Rue, 
and Harry Oldam, on charges of receiving 
bribes from representatives of oleo makers, 
seeking immunity. Juror Martin Dahl and 
Henry E. Coyne, a clerk in the revenue 
agent's office, were cited by Judge Landis 
for contempt of court in disclosing the iden- 
tity of persons indicted before the indict- 
ments were returned. 


Charges Made Against Davis. 
The chatges against Caviezel also involve 
Assistant District Attorney Davis. Accord- 
ing to the allegation of Col. Ingram, Davis 


, Was cognizant of the protection given to cer- 


tain oleomargarine makers by Caviezel and 
participated therein. 

Upon learning that his subordinates had 
been indicted on charges of receiving bribes, 
Col. Ingram began a searching investigation. 
He demanded that the grand jury investi- 
gate Davis as well as the revenue agents, but 
according to Ingram the Davis charges were 
not presented to the inquisitoria] body. Col. 
Ingram then charged that Assistant Attor- 
ney Childs prevented the presentation of 
the Davis matter to the grand jury. 

There will be a thorough investigation of 
the entire situation by the Weshington au- 
thorities. : 


Justice Thwarted by Politics. 

The treasury has been cheated out of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars by evasions of 
the oleo tax in Chicago, and the government 
prosecutors have been defeated continually 
by political interference in attempts to bring 
the offenders to justice. 

Commissioner Cabell, shortly after taking 
office, reorganized the force of revenue 
agents at Chicago. Almost immediately ex- 
tensive frauds in the oleo factories were dis- 
covered. 

Col, Ingram captured a dozen big moon- 
shiners and had them sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Then Judge Landis ordered a genera) 
grand jury investigation of the frauds by 


the district attorney’s office. 


District Attorney Sims gathered a mass of 
evidence of violations of the law, but the 
first grand jury called returned no indict- 
mente. A second body itmpaneled for the 
same purpose adjourned without voting any 
true bills against oleo men. When the las: 
grand jury. was called upon to go into the oleo 
charges, District Attorney Sims turned the 
entire investigation over to Mr, Childs and , 
took no part in the inquiry.

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PATENT “TEETHING NECKLACE” 
CALLED “FAKE” BY DR. YOUNG 
Supposed Preventive of Infant Diseases 


Said to Be of No Scientific Value to 
‘Mothers. 


“Teething necklaces™ are the latest 
things calculated to save the lives of the 
babies. Health Commissioner Young, how- 
ever, says they are “ fakes.’’ 

Dr. Young has just discovered that large 
numbers of the so-called “ necklaces’’ are 
gold in Chicago, especially in the foreign 


quarters. He declares the principal reason 
for their existence is to separate 50 cents 
from mothers. 

The ‘‘ necklaces’ which are made of nar- 
row. bands of velvet are exploited as sure 
guards against sickness while babies are 
teething. The “ necklaces’’ are supposed 
to contain small wires which give the wearer 
electrical treatment. 

One of the health department's visiting 
nurses discovered the “necklaces”’ used 
among the foreigners and notified Dr. Young, 
who ordered an investigation. 

Examination of one of the “* necklaces ” 
disclosed the fact that it was made of a cheap 
grade of cotton velvet wrapped eround a 
strip of gauze, stiffened with flour, and pep- 
pered wtib sulphur. 

Dr. Young declares the “ necklaces ’’ have 
no medical properties and says that wearing 
them will not protect babies against sickness 
while they are teething. 


OHIO CONTRACTOR FOUND DEAD 
WITH BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 
E. C. McConnell Believed to Have Com- 


mitted Suicide After Unexplained 
Absence from Family, 


After an absence of ten days from his home 
at Kenton, O., following an unexplained ab- 
gence from his family, E. C. McConnell, a 
wealthy contractor was found dead in his 
room at the Lash hotel in Hammond, Ind., 
yesterday. A bullet wound in his head above 
the right temple indicated that he had com- 
mitted suicide.

Pardee, upon cross examination by Attor- 
ney James Brady for the defense, admitted 
he had served a term in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary and had been the jnmate of an 
asylum.

Asks Dismissal of Indictmen 

In dismissing the indictments, Wayman 
made the following statement: 

“In. view of the fact that the state and 
Inspector Hunt have heen imposed upon 
by the witness Pardee, the only man through 
whom we hoped to confiect O'Donnell, Gar- 
vin, and Kearney directly With the crime. 
the state now wishes to nolle pros the cases 
against these three men. In so far as the 
case against Enright is concerned, the state 
will stand. 

Wayman’s action came as ihe climax of a 
day of sensations. Almost up'to the moment 
that the prosecutor made this motion it ap- 


facie ease sufficient to at least hold the de-+ 
fendants without bail. 

Pardee at first testified to having heard 
O’Donnell, Garvin, and Kearney on two 
occasions plotting with Enright to kill*Alt- 
man. The witness also described the man- 
ner in which he said Enright had obtained 
the “ white pirate’’ automobile. 

“I was in room 508 of the Briggs house 
prior to the day of the shooting, " he said. 
“In the next room to me were O'Donnell, 
Kearney, Garvin, and Enright. I heard 
O’Donnell says: ‘ Moss, if you get Altman 
L will give you $500 and a new automobile.’ ”’ 


Tells of Aid Given by Enright. 

Pardee said he had been in the barroom of 
the Briggs house when Altman was shot. 
He asserted Enright tcld him to keep his 
mouth shut about what he had seen. Later 
Enright caused him, he said, to be admitted 
to the Steam Fitters’ union and had given 
him a union card with three months’ dues 
paié in advance. He was afterwards given

He said he had takena letthr of introduc- 
tion to O’Donnell from Ald. John J. Cough- 
lin and another from Ald. Michael Kenna. He 
testified that after Altman was murdered the, 
four defendants were drinking together 
in room b.. and one of them proposed a 
toast to “ Moss and his new automobile.”

Wayman Explains Situation. 

In explanation of his action, Mr. Wayman 
last night issued the following statement: 

“ The indictment against O'Donnell, Kear- 
ney, and Garvin was returned after evi- 
dence was presented to this office by In- 
spector Hunt. 

‘*The evidence against these three defen- 
dants rested on circumstantial evidence, to- 
gether with the direc. evidence of Pardee. 
The circumstantial evidence was not suffi- 
cient to prove guilt. The testimony of Par- 
dee, unless corroborated by this circumstan- 
tie] evidence, would not have been sufficient 
upon which to predicate an indictment. Sut 
the circumstantial evidence taken together 

Pardee’s testimony was sufficient to 
sustain a conviction. 

“ Pardee in the first interview with In- 
epector Hunt, told him that he never had 
been in any kind of trouble. In every inter- 
view I had with him he was repeatedly asked 
as to his past career. He accounted for 
his time from the day he was torn up until 
today. Mr. Northup and I inqujred of him as 
late as last night whether he thought of any- 
thing in his entire career which, If divulged? 
might affect his credibility. He replied in 
the negative. 

“ When confronted with his .record on the 
avitness stand before Judge Honoré, he de- 
nied he had been in the Missouri peniten- 
tlary, and finally adm-tted it.

Owner Born There 69 Years Ag 

The farm is owned by Samuel! H. Stevens, 
who was born there sixty-nine yéars ago 
and who has lived there ever since. It is in 
Monroe county. about four miles south of 
Unionville and eight miles east of Biooming- 
ton, 

Except on the southern end the farm is en- 
tirely shut in by abrupt hills of sandstone 
and rock. They are heavily timbered and 
little underbrush has been: removed from 
them. The southern portion opens into a 
wide valley which is also surrounded by hills 
and presents the appearance of a small bay 
opening into a Jake when viewed at sundown 
from the ‘* population center.” 

It is with some difficulty that the roadwat 
leading directly to the farm may be found 
by a Stranger. Where it forms a junction 
at the “main pike’ it is partly obscured 
by tall grass and bushes. On the right hand 
side the eastern hill, forming a part of the 
valley in which the farm lies, rises abruptly 
from the roadside. Somewhere within 
half a mile area on this hill is the exact spot 
marking the population center of the coun- 
try, according to the reckoning of the mathe- 
maticians. A stump inthe center of this arég 
is the ‘logical deduction” as to the pre- 
cise spot. 


Tucked In Among Thickets. 

Little of the surrounding country can be 
seen from the half mile area. It is tucked in 
among the trees and thickets. To the south. 
however, a bird's-eye view of the corn fields 
and pastures may be obtained. 

Through the forest growth to the west the 
farmhouse and its small adjacent buildings 
can be seen. They are nestled in at the font 
of the hill slope. The farmhouse ts pasted 
green and white and is a comfortable struct- 
ure. None of the eutbuildings is painted, but 
their weather staimed boards are in har- 
mony with the green corn flelds just back of 
them. This field has been “ planted in corn ” 
ever since the timber was cut from it by Mr. 
Stevens’ father more than sixty years ago. 

The “central man of the United States’ 
ie sturdy despite his age..His skin has been- 
bronzed by e ure until it has the hue of 
tanned leather. A few wrinkles and white 
hair and beard are the only indications of his 
age.

He thought the government ought to set 
an example in retrenchment by reducing the 
number of expensive commissions. many of 
which are maintained by congress merely 
to pension political veterans repudiated by 
the people at the polls. 

“We are living in an extravagant age,”’ 
said Senator Kenyon. “'We are money mad

| Taft Anxious That No Member 


of Administration Quit 
Because of Case. 


EXPECT DECISION SOON. 


Likely to Result in Reforms Re- 
garding the Employment 


of Experts, .

Washington. D. C., July 19.—[Spectal. ]—So 
far as President Taft is concerned there 
will be no resignatidn of any: member of the 
administration on account of the Wiley case. 
That fact stands out clearly tonight after 
another day of delay in reaching a decision 
on the matter at issue. 

The president does not want the unfor- 
tunate occurrence to cause the loss of Dr 
Wiley’s services to the people in the enforce- 
ment of the pure food and drugs law. At 
the same time he is determined that neither 
Attorney General Wickersham nor Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson shall fee! called upoa 
to resign from the cabinet on account of the 
position each has taken. 

It is probable the case wi!) be decided and 
the decision announced before the president 
goes to Beverly on Saturday. The impres- 
sion is growing that Mr. Taft will succeed 
in sifting the issues down to the essentia's 
and making a decision that will not embar- 
rass either the attorney general or the sec- 
cretary of agriculture, although decreeing 
the retention of Wiley, 


Reforms Regarding Experts. 

It is Hkely the president's decision will 
result in bringing about reforms in ali the 
departments in respect to the employment of 
expert services. The payment of Dr. Busby 
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at the rate of $350 pie $20 a day chee: the 
law limits expert fees to $11 was a technica: 
violation. But the same thing has been done 
in the agricultural and other departmen*s 
for yedrs. 

Tt has been charged before the house in- 
vestigating committees that extravagant ex 
pert fees have been paid in the department 
of justice and that funds have been usec for 
purposes never intended by congres-. 

#riends of Dr. Wiley contend that his ar- 
rangement with Dr. Busby not only had 
the sanction of Secretary Wilson but was 
patterned after the plan on which the Kem- 
sen board of experts is paid. The Remsen 
board was established with express authcrity 
of iaw and the members, all selentific men, 
are patd $2,000 a/year for their services. It 
is said the average in some yeurs has been 
over $100 a day for each member of fhe board, 
This was declared legal by Attorney General 
Wickersham. 


Wilson Likely to Act. 

‘There has been talk today that Secretary 
Wilson might not make a recommendation 
in the case but that cannpt well be avoided, 
inasmuch @ President Taft has called upon 
him for his opinion. Ordinarily in a depart- 
ment matter of this kind the secretary’s 
opinion would have been passed before the 
case reached the president, but Secretary 
Wilson somehow failed to act on the Wiley 
charges further than to lay them before 
President Taft. 

It is practically certain that President Taft 
will do everything he’can to make the situa- 
ion easy for Secretary Wilson. Some of 
the president's friends belféve that any break 
between him and his secretary of agriculture 
would be as serious from a political stand- 
point as the enforced resignation of Dr. 
Wiley.

Indications That President Simon May 
Be Deposed in a Few Days. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti. July 19.—The 
cruiser Antoine Simon, which has been 
repalred, left today for St. Mare and Go- 
naives, both of which ports are occupied by 
the revolutionists. 

It is the intention of the cruiser .to bom- 
bard these towns if the ee refuse 
to withdraw. 

The diplomatic corp met seus afternoon at 
the call of American Minister Furniss and 
decided to protest against the threatened 
bombardment of these unfortified towns. 

The revolutionists have occupied St. Marc 
and are mahcing on Archahaie, a port eigh- 
teen miles northwest of this city. 

The government has assembled two divi- 
sions of troops at Archahaie to oppose the 
enemy. 


More American Gunboats Sent. 

Washington, D. ©., July 19.—It is doubted 
here that the capital of the Haitien republic 
will remain much longer in possession of 
President Simon. 

The report made to the navy department 
today by the commander of the United 
States gunboat Petrel, now in Haitien waters 
for the protection of Americans, indicates 
that all of the department north, except Vape 
Haitien and Fort Liberte, is controlled by 
the revolutionists. 

Because of the precarious situation at Go 
naives, the Petre! sailed from Cape Haitien 
for that place today. 

The navy department cabled the com- 
manding officer of the Peoria, now at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, to proceed immediately 
to Cape Haitien. 

The cruiser Des Moines, from Boston, wil! 
sail direct to Port-Au-Prince, and prob- 
ably will make the trip in about five days. 


GAYNOR JOLTS SUBWAY PLAN. 


New York Mayor Denounces Practical 
Guarantee of 9 Per Cent Interest 
to Interborough Company.

PLAN NATIONAL FIGHT. 


System of General Observation 
Against Germ Carriers _ 
Contemplated. 


New York, July .19.—There was another 
death from Asiatic cnolera at the Swinburne 
Island hospital of the New York quarantine 
stction today. The victim was Giuseppe Pet- 
tinicchia, 82 years old, who arrived on the 
steamer Moltke. 

Notwithstanding this additional death, 
making seven at this port, Health Officer 
Alvah H. Doty issued a statement tonight 
in which he said the situation was satisfac- 
tory. No further cases of the disease have 
developed among the detained immigrants, 
and the one suspicious. case discovered thig 
morning proved not to be cholera. 

Mayor. Gaynor and Health Commissioner 
Lederle visited the quarantine station late 
today at the invitation of Dr. Doty. Upon 
his return the mayor said he had person- 
al'y examined the cholera patients, but said 
he was not ready to make any statement re- 
garding his investigation. 


Whole Country May Fight Menace. 

The health officers of New York and the 
entire country may be asked to help repel 
the threatened invasion of Asiatic cholera. 

The, discovery of five “ cholera carriers ’’ 
among the 600 immigrants undergoing bac- 
teriological examination at quarantine em- 
phasized what Health Officer Doty has said 
about the difficulty of confining the disease 
to the quarantine hospitals of ports of entry. 

Dr. Doty is conferring with Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, head of the United Btates 
marine hospital service, to plan how the 
country may be protected’ against “ car- 
riers,"” who harbor the germs while them- 
selves free from their ill effects. 

A system of general observation is con- 
templated, so that even after the “ carrier ’”’ 
is released from quarantine the health au- 
thorities of the place where he settles may 
watch for possible transmission oi the dis- 
ease, 


Other Ports Carefully Watched. 

Washington, D. C.,- July 19.—Other ports 
than New York are being carefully watched 
by federal authorities to guard against an 
invasion of cholera. Advices reached 5ur- 
geon General Wyman today that the next 
vessel from Italy due at Philadelphia will 
reach there July 27, while the next at Boston 
is due Aug. 7, and thease will be subjected to 
close examination. Baltimore and other 
ports will be watched. 
Russia is officially claimed to be free of 
cholera by the St. Petersbue< government.

und O’Brien to leave Chicago to escape a sub- 
poena by the grand jury during the Lee O'Neil 
Browne bribery proceedings, but he did not 
know Hines’ reason for telling him to do so. 
He said in the gossip around Chicago he had 
heard of the Father Green incident, but de- 
nied repeating it to Burgess. He will be cross 
examined tomorrow. 
Reynolds Tells of Hines’ “Message.” 
Another witness of the day was George M. 
Reynolds, president of the Continental and 
Commercial National bank. Mr. Reynolds 
testified that on the morning of May 26, 1909, 


.. Himes went to the Continenta) bank and tel- 


ephened to Gov. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer. 
He sabi to Mr. Reynolds he was the bearer 
of a message from Mr. Aldrich stating the 
president dedjred Mr. Lorimer’s election. 

Hines had subsequently said to the witness 
he had been inststamental in Mr. Lorimer‘s 
election and he assumed it wasin connection 
with the carrying of\the message from Mr. 
Al@rich. 

Mr. Reynolds further tated that shortly 
after the election and e time before the 
publication of the White ediindinton: Medfil 
McCormick, at the time in charge of Tux 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, came to him and told him 
ef a fund of $122,000 which had been spent in 
behalf of Mr. Lorimer. 

The witness had no knowledge himself of 
any Lorimer or jackpot fund, and said if he 
did he would consider it bis duty: as a citizen 
to furnish it to the committee. 


3B.’ A. Johnson First Witness. 

The first witness of the day was B. A. John- 
son, whose direct examination was resuméd 
by Attorney Hynes. He said that his at- 
tention had been called to the Burgess testi- 
mony before the Heim committee by a news- 
paper item he saw at Houston, Tex., on April 
21, 19911. The following day he received a 
telegram from Wiehe asking for his affidavit. 
The witness said he did not send an affidavit, 
but received a telegram from ‘Wiehe at New 
Uvleans on the following Sunday asking him 
to cOme at once to Springfield and testify 
Lefore the Helm committee. 

Senator Kern questioned Johnson as to his 
conversation with McGowan, the’ Canadian. 
The witness said. they talked reciprocity. 

Mr. Healy cross examined with special ref- 
erence to what the Winnipeg flyer smoking 
compartment party discussed. The- witness 
said the tariff and reciprocity were the only 
topics. 

MR. HEAL Y—You never saw Mr. McGowan 
after thet evening until] he appeared in Wash- 
ington? . 

MR. JOHNSON—I did not. 

MR. HEALY—You recognized him as the 
young man who wes’in the smoking ‘com: 
partment that night? 

MR. JOHNSON—I did veiuitadinn him. I 
tried tos meet him in the rotunda of the 
hotel and pick him out, but I did not succeed 
in doing that. Later I wanted to see some 
one that happened to be in his roem. I 
went to Mr. McGowan's room, and he was 
there with a man introduced to me as Mr. 
Price and some one else whom I do not re- 
member—probably Mr. Baker or Mr. Wiehe. 

MR. HEALY—Did you also Serene Mr. 
Price? 

MR. JOHNSON—I did not ‘alien Mr. 
Price. 

MR. HEALY—You.- have no recollection, 
then, of Mr. Price being in the smoking com- 
partment? 

MP. JOHNSON--None whatever. 


Tells of Seeing Wiehe. 

MR. HEALY—How long had you been in 
the compartment when Mr. Wiehe came in? 

MR. JOHNSON-—I have never been quite 
clear, yet, as to whether I went-in ahead of 
Wiehe or Wiehe went in ahead of me. I 
eannot answer that question specifically. 

MR. HEALY—How long did he remain in 
there, according to your recollection ? 

MR. JOHNSON—O, about twenty or twen- 
ty-five. minutes; something like that, I think. 

MR. HEALY—And when he left the emok- 
ing compartment you practically followed 
him out? 

MR, JOHNSON—I think so. 

MR. HEAL Y--Did you see him again that 
evening? 

MR. JOHNSON—That is a queer thing. I 
have no remembrance of seeing Mr Wiehe 


- from that minute, after he went out of there, 


until I saw him in the office of the Virginia 
and Rainy Lake Lumber company about 7:30 
o'clock the next evening, after dinner. 

Mr. Healy asked particularly as to Wiehe’s 
movements as seen by Johnson. The witness 
said Wiehe did not come into the open part 
of the car again that evening, “ to the best of 
his recollection.” 

Mr. Healy then referred to the testimony 
of Johnson before the Helm committee, when 
h> was positive Wiehe had not entered the 
car. 

MR. JOHNSON—A number of people said 
he was there and they-saw him, and they 
thought it was rather,remarkable that I did 
not see him. 

Points to Conflict in Testimony. 

MH. HEALY—Your attention has been 
called to the fact that after you had positive- 
ly testified Mr. Wiehe was not in that coach 
Mr. Harper in his Helm committee testimony 
Placed Mr. Wiehe in front of you and on one 
fide of you for all the way from three-qua>, 
ters of-an hour to an hour or an hour anja 
half.

Fletcher Cites Burgess’ Story. 

SENATOR FLETCHER-—On the train from 
Duluth to Virginia, in the same compartment 
where -you sat, in the chair opposite you, W8s 
@ man of intelligence, sound mind and mem- 
ory, and, so far as we know, of good charac- 
ter. That man bas testified that on that trip 
there came a time when there were only 
three persone in that compartment—himeelf, 
Mr. Wiehe, and the young man from Canada 
—and that while those three only sat in that 
compartment the question or the subject of 
the election of Senator’ Lor'mer was raised. 
He testified he expressed himself on that sub- 
ject and Mr. Wiehe immediately took up the 
cudgels and wanted to know what he knew 
about Mr. Lorimer’s election. Mr, Burgess 
told Mr. Wielie the only thing he knew was 
Mr. Vriehe 
asked him then if he got his information 
from. the Chicago Record-Herald, or some 
other paper. and he testified he told Mr, 
Wiehe he got his information from the local 
papers in Duluth and the Chicago Examiner; 
that Mr. Wiehe then made the remark to him 
that he, Burgess, did not know very 4—-— 
much about it. The conversation continued 
and Mr. Burgess told Mr Wiehe—so he said— 
that it was credited about the country that 
Mr. Lorimer had used a considerable amount 
of money to secure his election.. Mr. Wiehe 
said. according to the witness, that Mr. Lori- 
mer had not used a dollar of his own money 
for his election. That conversation kept on, 
and then Mr. Wiehe started in to tell Mr. 
Burgess how Mr. Lorimer was elected, and 
finally made this statement: “ There was a 
jackpot raised to elect Mr. Lorimer. I ‘know 
what I am talking about, because I sub- 
scribed $10.000 to it myself.”” Mr. Burgess 
has testified before this committee also that 
Mr. Wiehe said something about a fund of 
$100,000 having been raised in that connec- 
He is not 
quite .so sure that was mentioned. But they 
continued, and Mr. Wiehe further said it was 
impossible to get anything of merit through 
the Illinois legislature without the use of 
money. You have testified that you preceded 
Mr. Wiehe into that compartment? 

MR. JOHNSON—I am in doubt about-that 
and have not so testified. 


Fletcher Puts Issue Squarely. 

SENATOR FLETCHER—And you have 
testified that Mr. Wiehe left the compartment 
before you? 

MR. JOHNSON—He aid: that Ido how. 

SENATOR. FLETCHER—You have testi- 
fied you heard the conversation that went on 
in that compartment and that you heard no 
such conversation as I have just mentioned, 
as detailed by Mr. Burgess? 

MR. JOHNSON—I certainly have. . 

. SENATOR FLETCHER—You are positive 
atid clear: about that? 

MR. JOHNSON—Most definite, because it 
would have been a very astonishing thing and 
I never would have forgotten it. 

SENATOR. FLETCHER-Then, Mr. John- 
son,, does ‘it not come to’ this: That if your 
testimony is true, Mr. Burgess has fabricat- 
ed this whole statement out of whole cloth?

Fletcher Ping Witness Down,

of- Mr. Burgess in respect'to the conversation 
which he says ‘toon place tn that compart- 
ment? ;

J. B. Price Gives His Version. 

J. B. Price, the next witness, testified ha 
was connected with the Puget Sound lumber 
agency of Seattle. He was examined by Mr. 
Hynes. His father, he said, was secretary of 
state of Washington. 

Price testified He was in the smoking com- 
partment of the sleeper between Duluth and 
Virginia, Minn., on the night of March 7, 
1911. He said he was there all the way with 
the exception of not more than two or three 
minutes. He declared he was there when 
Wiehe came in and when Wiehe was called 
out by Hines. 

MR. HYNES—From that time—from the 
time that Mr. Wiehe went out in response to 
the call of Mr. Hines—did Mr. Wiehe come 
back into that smoking compartment? 

MR. PRICE—No, sir. 

' The witness said that in the smoking: com- 
partment were McGowan, Burgess, Johnson, 
Weyerhaeuser, and Cusson. Price testified 
the conversation had to do with tariff and 
reciprocity. He denied categorically the con- 
versation alleged in the Burgess testimony 
took place. 

. BENATOR FLETCHER—Was there~time 
for such a conversation to have taken place 
between the time that you left the smoking 
compartment to go to your grip and when . 
you returned and found Mr. Wiehe in your 
seat? 

MR. PRICE—No, there was not. 

SENATOR GAMBLE—You do not think 
Mr. Wiehe was in the smoking compartment 
when you left to look after your grip? . 

MR. PRICE—No, sir. 

SENATOR JOHNSTON—Was Mr. Johnson 
in the smoking compartment when you left 
to look after your grip? 

MR. PRICE—Yes, he was. 


Tells of Visit from Shields. 

MR. HYNES—WIH you tell in your own 
way how you were found in connection with 
this, or in any other way, as a varty who 
was on the car that night? 

MR. PRICE—I received a wire from R. J. 
Shields asking me if I would be tn Seattle on 
@ certain ‘day—I think on a Wednesday— 
‘and I wired back that I would be there. Mr. 
Shields came several days afterwards. He 
came into the office and said he was on a 
peculiar mission, and asked me if I had 
been on a certain car on the Canadian North- 
ern or the Duluth and Mesaba Northern: . 
between Duluth and Virginia, on March 7. ; 
I told him I had been. Then he started to 
tell me the testimony that had been given 
at Springfield, and asked me if [ recollected 
any such conversation. I told him I did 
not. He asked me if I was willing to sign 
an affidavit to that effect, and I said 2 
was. Possibly two days after that Mr. 
Shields brought an affidavit up to the office. 
I read it over and signed it. 

Mr. Marble cross examined Price, who 
said he had been on the train fifteen or 
thirty. minutes before it started, and that 
he went at once to the smoking room. In 
the room were McGowan, Johnson, and 
Burgess. He said he learned McGowan’s 
name when they were retiring after the 
train ‘eft Virginia. He knew Johnson, he 
said, by newspaper pictures, as the founder 
of the Concatenated Order of Hoo-Hoos. 


Shields Aided Identification. | 

MR. MARBLE—Who was the third man in 
the car when you were in? 

MR. PRICE—Mr. Burgess. 

MR. MARBLE—When did you learn his 
name was Burgess? 

MR. PRICE—From Mr. Shields, I think. 

The witness said he learned of the identity 
of Cusson through a Minneapolis insuran 
man whose name he did not remember. He 
said he knew the Weyerhaeusers by name. 

MARBLE—Afterward who was the 
next man to come into that smoking compart- 
ment? 

MR. PRICE—Mr. Wiehe. 

MR. MARBLE—When did you learn that it 
was Mr. Wiehe that came in? 

MR. PRICE—I recognized Mr. Wiehe. 

MR. MARBLE—Did you know him pre- 
viously ? 

MR. PRICE—No, ae: 

MR. MARBLE—How did you recognize. 
him? 

MR. PRICE—I recognized him by—really— 
a description. 

MR. MARBLE—Where did you get the de- 
scription of Mr. Wiehe which enabled you to 
recognize him? 

MR. PRICE—I do not remember. | 

MR. MARBLE—How long before the trip 
was it that Mr. Wiehe had been described to 
you. 

MR. PRICE—Some little time. 

The witness replied “I could not say ”’ to 
repeated auestions from Mr. Marble in at- 
tempting to get the time fixed. 


Wiehe’s Features Impressed. 

MR. MARBLE—Where did you get this de- 
scription of Mr. Wiehe which was so exact 
and so vivid that it enabled you to recognise 
him on a railway train, and yet you cannot 
remember. when it was? 

MR. PRICE—I cannot remember that. 

MR. MARBLE-You do not remember 
where it was? 

MR. PRICE—No, str. 

MR. MARBLE—It did not make any tm- 
pression of time or place upom you? 

MR. PRICE—No, sir.

REYNOLDS—I think Mr. Hines’ at- 
titude generally, as well as what he may 
have said at the time, indicated to me he be- 
lieved he had been influential in bringing 
about what had happened, but I cannot quote 
definitely what he said. 

MR. MARBLE—Has any one ever talked to 
you about a campaign fund to defray the ex- 
penses of his election as senator? 

MR. REYNOLDS—Nothing except what 
may have been casual. gossip sincethese mat- 
ters have been public and have been in the 
newspapers. 

MR. MARBLE—Not before the publication 
of the Funk testimony, for instance? 

MR. REYNOLDS—Yes; I had one remark 
made to me at one time, some months—I do 
not remember how long—after this episode 
to which I have just referred. Mr. Medill 
McCormick of THE TRIBUNE came to me and 
sald: “I know that you knew of that mes- 
sage which was sent out there, and I have 
come to see whether you know anything 
about money having been used.” I said to 
him I did not, and that I was amazed to hear 
there had been any money used. At that 
timie he said: “I have definite knowledge 
that somebody took $128,000,",I think he 
said, “from Washington to Springfield.”

The witnese said he tried three times to get a 
seat in the smoking compartment and that it 
was crowded until the third time. Wiehe left 
first, he seid; and twenty minutes later John- 


son left. Weyerhaeuser remained a half hour 


after Johnson left. 

To Senator Fietcher’s question, Cusson 
sai@ Wiehe never retntered the smoking 
compartment after leaving it. 

Senator Kern wanted to know when the 
witness hed traveled at other times in a 
crowded smoking compartment. He an-

Kern Brings Out Memory Marvel.

MERCANTILE DIRECTORS VOTE 
TO MERGE WITH BANKERS. 


Morgan Interests to Control One of the 
Biggest Trust Companies in the Coun- 
trv as Result of Combination. 


New York, July 19.—[Special.]}—The Mer- 
cantile eacea company, which was owned 
by the Equitable Life Assurance society until 
@ few weeks ago, when 12,941 shares were 
sold to a group of men effiliated with the 
Bankers’ Trust company, will shortly be 
merged with the latter organization. 

In the process the name and identity of 
the Mercantile Trust company will be lost, 
making the Bankers’ one of the largest 
trust companies in point of deposits in the 
eountry. The other, the Guaranty Trust 
company, as well as the Bankers ‘Trust, is 
elosely associated with the Morgan interests. 

Directors of the Mercantile, some of whom 
have also served on the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany board, voted today to enter into the 
merger, which had previously been approved 
Under the terms of the agree- 
ment siockholders of the Mercantile wyil re- 
ceive a cash dividend of $50 a share in addi- 
tion to an exchange, share for share, for 
stock of the Bankers’ Trust company. 

._ Mercantile stock has been quoted at 730- 
745 and the Bankers’ at 695-710. It will be 
hecessary for the Bankers’ to increase its 
Capital from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 to yro- 
vide for the exchange. 

The Equitable received $730 per share and 
the current quarterly dividend of $10 per 
Share when it sold its Mercantile stock. As 
of the date of their last statement, the Bank- 
@rs’ Trust company had gross deposits of. 
$14,062,532 and the Mercantile had $66,405,054, 
Which would give the enlarged institution 
after the merger total deposits of $160,- 
467,586.

Williams Bay has another comet on its. 
hands, The destruction which follows in 
the wake of one is the work largely of in- 
quiring humans. Halley’s comet was a se- 
vere trial. When it had taken its unre- 
gretted departure and when journalistic 
and other distressingly human assaults on 
the astronomical intelligence had ceased, 
the scientists endeavored to regain their 
peace of mind and their equanimity by 
watching the chickens and thinking of bak- 
ing powder biscuit for dinner. 

Now again, alarmed by the approach of 
a disturber in the skies, we wish to know 
whether it will hit the earth and poison us 


_ with its gases or blow up and have us dodg- 


ing pieces, whether it is friendly or hostile, 
what it means by coming anyway, and 
where it thinks it is going, whether it was 
the cause of the hot weather and what et- 
fect it will have on next winter, whether 
we have to fight it or need only bow to it 
in passing.

mony in the Lorimer inquiry before the sen- 
ate subcommittee cannot be explained on 
the hypothesis that the ‘witnesses are 
tricked by their memory. Purposeful mis- 
representation is being made before the com- 
mittee, which can only hope that efforts to 
get at the facts will reveal who are the 
bearers of false testimony. 

Enough evidence has been ‘produced in 
regard to one important phase of the in- 
vestigation—that involved in the story of 
Mr. Clarence 8. Funk, general manager of 
the International Harvester Company—to 
warrant an examination of the testimony 
for probability, plausibility, and possible 
motives. 

Mr. Funk told the committee that shortly 
after Mr. Lorimer’s election to the senate— 
he could not say whether it was five days 
or ten days, but shortly afterward—Mr. 
Edward Hines, approaching him in the 
Union League club, told him that it had 
cost $100,000 to elect Lorimer, that it had 
to be done hurriedly, and that now “ they 
were looking for a few big people” to put 
up $10,000 each and make up the fund. 

Mr. Cyrus H. McCormick, president of the 
International Harvester company, testified 
before the committee that shortly after this 
meeting Mr. Funk came to him and reported 
what Mr. Hines had said. 

Mr. Edgar A. Bancroft, genera) counsel 
of the harvester company, testified that Mr. 
Funk had told him of the request made by 
Mr. Hines. 

All this was in May, 1909, over two years 
ago. A year later the first investigation of 
Mr. Lorimer’s ‘election was ordered. Ex- 
cept for telling Mr. H. H. Kohlsaat, editor 
of the Chicago Record-Herald, the Hines 
story in confidence, Mr. Funk kept mum. 
The investigation proceeded and this evi- 
dence was not offered the investigators. 
They came to their conclusions, made their 
report, and the long, bitter fight was started 
in the senate, the contest which resulted 
in sustaining the validity of Mr. Lorimer’s 
election by a vote of 46 to40. Not a word 
from Funk, McCormick, or Bancroft. 

Mr. Kohlsaat made some use of his in- 
formation, cloaking it in confidence. Sen- 
ator La Follette, thus hearing it, pleaded 
with his informant to produce the witnesses. 


ate gave its verdict. The case Was thought 
to be closed. That was the end of it. The 
men possessing this information allowed the 
case to be closed and no reference was made 
to what they knew of it. 

At this point the reader, bewildered by 
the contradictions at Washington, will ask 
himself where entere@ the plot to destroy 
Mr. Lorimer—the only conceivable theory 
on which the Funk story can be construed 
as deliberately false. For nearly two years 
these secrets were preserved. They wete 
divulged on compulsion. If Mr. Funk had 
been acting as Mr. Lorimer’s friend he 
hardly could have been more reticent. He 
was much more reticent than Mr. Hines. 

To recapitulate: Mr. Funk’s story was 
told two years ago to the men it concerned; 
it was told a year ago to Mr. Kohlsaat; no 
use was made of it when Mr. Lorimer's 
seat was in jeopardy. 

Now for Mr. Hines’ version: On March 
28, 1911, Mr. Hines was before the Helm 
committee. Mr. Kohlsaat did not testify 
until the following day. Mr. Funk did not 
testify until April 5 

Mr. Hines was asked if he ever had dis- 
cussed with any one the question of raising 
money to defray the cost of Mr. Lorimer’s 


money being raised or used before or after 
the election, or of any.money which was to 
be raised after the election to defray the 
expenses of,it. To this Mr. Hines replied: 

“ Absolutely no.” 

Mr. Kohlsaat had not testified. 
Funk had not testified, 
nothing. 

Yet, after Mr. Kohlsaat testified and 
after Mr. Funk testified, Mr. Hines dis- 
covered that he knew a great deal. He 
knew that Mr. Funk, meeting him as Mr. 
Funk had said, in the Union League club, 
had mentioned the matter of expenses con- 
nected with the Lorimer election, had sug- 
gested that the cost should not be borne by 
Mr. Lorimer unaided, and spoke of his 
willingness to contribute. 

This after Mr. Funk had, testified. Mr. 
Funk, said Mr. Hines, was bitterly opposed 
to Mr. Lorimer. That might suggest a 
motive for his testimony. It also might 
suggest a motive for his willingness to con- 
tribute to the campaign fund. Mr. Hiney 
did not take the pains to reconcile his testi- 
mony with his theories. 

Then, also, comes testimony corroborative 
of Mr. Hines. Fred Carney, a lumberman 
of Marinette, Wis.; Charles L* Hall, a lum- 
ber buyer for Hines; and Isaac Baker, an- 
other lumber buyer for Hines—all lumber. 
They, it is suddenly recalled, were in the 
Union League club wigh Hines the day after 
the Lorimer election. Funk came up to 
Hines, shook hands with him, expressed 
his pleasure that Mr. Lorimer had been 
elected, asked to be introduced to the new 
senator, and drew Hines aside for a private 
conversation. When Hines had returned to 
the group he said that the man was Funk. 

All four were sitting on a couch. Mr. 
Carney did not hear any of the conversa- 
tion between Mr. Hines and Mr. Funk, al-

He says Mr. Hines walked several feet for- 
ward to meet Mr. Funk. Mr. Hall heard 
the conversation until Mr. Funk drew Mr. 
Hines further away. Mr. Baker heard it.

JEEN MARY has decided to revive 
the state concerts, which were a fea- 
ture of the reign of Queen Victoria 
but were abandoned by her son and 
successor. Queen Mary, like Vic- 
toria, appreciates that there are a number 
of elderly persons, peers and peeresses, re- 
tired ambassadors and ambassadresses, vet- 
eran génerals and admirals, and white and 
gray haired people who, as former distin- 
guished servants of the crown and of the 
government, have some claim to attention 


On the part of the sovereign, and yet whom 


it is foolish to invite to state balls, seeing 


that their dancing days are long since over ’ 


and that they are merely in the way of the 
younger element. 

It is hardly any compliment to invite them 
to a state ball which they do not enjoy, 
whereas they were wont to take a delight in 


. the state concerts, which were held by 


Queen Victoria throughout her reign- for 
their particular benefit. 

When shé was on the throne there were 
two of these state concerts every s¢ason for 
the older people, alternating ‘with two, and 
sometimes three, state balls for the younger 
element, neither interfering in any way with 
the afternoon drawing rooms, which have 
now been converted into post-prandial courts. 

oth Queen Mary and her husband are of 
the opinion that by means of a reviva! of 
the state concerts they will diminish the 
great crush which has characterized the 
state balls at Buckingham palace since 
Queen Victoria’s death and, at the same 
time, will afford much satisfaction to an im- 
portant class of people who were rather 
neglected during the ding of Edward VII. 


At the state obaverin “which will in the 
future as formerly take place in the State 
ballroom, a stately apartment, 189 feet long 
and broad in proportion, full court dress is 
worn, as at the courts and state balls. The 
general company will take their places with- 
out regard to precedence or rank, after the 
ambassadors and ambassadresses, the min- 
isters plenipotentiary and their wives, and 
wei agg have been conducted to their 
seats, . 


It is only then that the royal procession 


enters, led by the lord chamberlain, the. 


lord steward of the household, the master 
of the household, and its controller, with 
white wands of office in hand, walking back- 
wards—that ig to say, facing the sovereign— 
and the other royalties comprised in the pro- 
cession. 

The seats of the king and queen andi of the 
princes and princesses of the blood are in 
the front row of the audience, slightly in 
advance of the rest. As g00n as they have 
taken their places the concert begins, the 
instrumental music being furnished usually 
by the sovereign’s private band, in pictur- 
esque uniform. 

The vocal part of the program consists 
of solos or duets by operatic stars whose 
honorariums for the occasion always have 
been extremely small, it being considered 
their principal remuneration consisted in 
the advertisement they derived from the 
Official announcement they had received 
“ royal commands “ to sing before the sov- 
ereign at a state concert. The honorarium, 
even to the greatest artists, used to range 
between $50 and $100. 


— 

One of the most bitterly resented penalties 
suffered by Patti for her association with 
Nicolini before they were free to wed was 
the refusal by Queen Victoria to permit her 
to sing at any of those state concerts at 
which she had previously been the bright 
particular feature. 

Victoria declined throughout her life to 
sanction the so widely accepted theory that 
the possession of genius or of unique gifts 
warrants the defiance of the proprieties of 
Nfe, and the conventions of society. 

The artistes almost invariably received, in 
addition to their honorarium, a gift of jew- 
elrly from the sovereign. But although they 
wWually were addressed at the close of the 
concert by the principal royal personages 
present, and complimented. yet they were 
rigorously separated from the remainder of 
the guests, with whom they were not per- 
mitted to mingle, and they were thoroughly 
given to understand that they had no such 
right as the invited guests, each of whom 
was obliged to*have been previously pre- 
sented at court, in due form. 

In fact, there never has been any toleration 
at these state concerts of pretensions on the 
part of artistes, who in the case of private 
entertainments, not content with receiving a 
large check for their services, insist upon be- 
ing treated as the most distinguished of the 
guests, by way of tribute to their genius. 

There is little or no applause at these state 
concerts; certainly none until the principal 
royal personage present has given the signal 
for it, and then it is very subdued and dis- 
creet. 

The concerts in the reign of Queen Vic- 
toria usually lasted about an hourand a half, 
and then the royal procession again formed 
and, conducted as before by the great dig- 
nitaries of the court, who progressed again 
crab fashion, that is to say backward three 
steps and then a bow, followed by three 
side steps, and then another bow, etc., it made 
its way to a private supper room to which 
usually the foreign ambassadors and ambas- 
sadresses{and several of the most notable 
guests present were specially summoned 
by the gentiemen in waiting. 

The remainder of the guests adjourned to 
supper in another apartment; a feature of 
the repast being a special brew of hock cup, 
invented by George IV. The leading artistes 
of the concert supped in a third room, and 
as soon as they had finished were conducte 
out of the palace by an exit entirely distinct 
from that of the remainder of the guests. 

It is only fair to add that in spite of this 
somewhat invidious treatment of the artistes, 
masculine as well as feminine, there never 
was any difficulty about obtaining their serv- 
ices, while the music at these state con- 
certs at Buckingham palace was uniformly 
of the most excellent character.

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SCHOOLS AND CITIZENSHIP. 

O'Fallon, l1., July 17.—{ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Under the ¢xceedingly appropriate 
heading of * The Greatest of American 
Problems,’ last Friday's TRIBUNE com- 
mented interestingly and instructively on 
Mrs. Emmons Blaine’s excellent address on 
our schools and teachers; and along this line 
of thought some time ago the writer pub- 
lished an article in THE TRIBUN® stating the 
views of our old pioneer leaders, Gov. G. A. 
Koerner, the Rev. John M. Peck, Col. John 
Thomas, and some others, which called forth 
favorable editorial comment. These old 
pioneers held that, next to the parental or 
family influences in making and molding 
our coming citizens, the children, are the 
influences engendered and the courses of 
instruction in our common schools. They 
held that two of the chief ends or aims of 
our schools should be to implant and incul- 
cate the great virtues of honesty and moral- 
ity so deeply and effectively in the scholars 
that they would become the forces tha‘ 
would control them in after life. 

On these two particular points the older 
Gov. Yates once said that congress, acting 
under the general welfare clause of the con-

ity,,out of which every teacher of the com- 


} mowg schools in the whole country should read 


a chapter daily and comment to the schol- 
ars; and Gov.. Koerner and the other old 
pioneers held to the same idea. They said 
such teaching, oral, from the teachers 
would more deeply impress the scholars than 
merely getting the same ideas out of their 
books of recitation, and weal] know that to 
be a fact. What you actually tell and im- 
press upon a child's mind impresses him in- 
finitely more than if he merely reads it. We 
again call the attention of THE TrIsUuNE 
and other educators especially to this point

Goy. Yates. We all know our schools are not 
beginning to make such citizens for us as we 
ought to have.

REFUTES GLOOMY OPINION 


Total International Commerce of 
Tnited States Reaches 
$3,500,000,000.

New York. July 19.—{Special.}—We sold to 
other nations in the twelve months ending 
June 30, which makes up the last fiscal year, 
commodities so greatly in excess of imports 
that the balance of trade amvunted to $521,-

that which represented our favorable trade 

-BDalance In 1908, approximately $066, 090,000, 
nevertheless it is regarded here as more sat- 
isfactory from one point of view. 

Our enormous exports in the year 1908 


. Were due to the fact that we were rushing 


our products to foreign markets at whatever 
prices we could obtain for these commodl- 
ties and. were at the same time importingwn 
so small a scale as to make it clear that the 
American people were at that time practicing 
enforced economies. 

Articles of luxury, such as precious stones 
and jewels. costly furs, and other products 
usually imported in large quantities in time 
of prosperity, were almost, neglected iff that 

‘fiscal year. In this record of the fiscal.year, 
1008 ig to be read.a part of the story.of-the 
panic of 107. 


Evabled a Rapid ReCovery. 
% was this heavy marketing of our com- 


" modtties in other lands in the fiscal year 


‘which ended June 30, 1908, which enabled us 
‘Pe Fapidly to recover from the immediate - 
effecta of the panic. It was this in. part 
which made it possible for New York, bank- 
ers to import in the late fall and early win-| 
ter of 1907 $100,000,000 in gold, whereby the 
joaning capacity of American benks was in- 
emeased by $300,000,000. 

This year the United States has not only 
msde a new recopd but it has made it along 
nonajal and healtHful lines. We have bought | 
from and we have sold to other nations com- 1 
modities valued at about $3,500,000.000. And 
@ curious feature of this year of our greatest 
international trade is that it has taken place 
at a time when complaints have been geén- 
eral of. demoralized, or at least somewhat 
stagnant, ‘business conditions. 

Im a year when almost every busin man 
ptrook his head ‘negatively when asked if 
general business conditions were good, we 
have nevertheless sold in foreign markets 
American commodities valued at more @®an 
$2,000,000,000, and have, on the other hand, 
bought in foreign markets commodities val- 
wed at $1,528, 000,000. b 

In the late summer of last year one of the 

great bankers of the United States, in speak- 
ing in partial confidence of our internationa! 
trade condition, said that he was not dis- 
posed to accept the view of so many friends 
that the fiscal year would on the whole make 
a bad record for the United States. 


Banket’s Prediction Comes True. 

The banker said he believed that our sale 
of cotton for export would be likely to cre- 
ate a favorable and large trade balance. 
He said he would not be surprised if our in- 
ternational trade in other things than cotton, 
outgoing and incoming, for the fiscal year 
about balanced in value, while the excess 
balance in our favor, which he thought might 
amount.to $500,000,000, would be created by 
our sales fh cotton. 


This banker, who is now in Europe, must 


look at the figures as officially reported from 
Washington with gratification as he recalls 
his prediction of last summer. Our sales of 
cotton in foreign markets approximately rep- 
resent in dollars our entire favorable trade 
balance. 


There is another feature of ‘this’ Tépert | 


which is without precedent. Aside from ocot- 
ton, our agricultural exports for the year 
were not wholly satisfactory.

Ppilained by the fact that foreign goads to so 
great an amount rould be imported into tite | 
United States fypbe of duty. That is, other” 
nations were Wétter able to sell to us. 

This tends to emphasize recent statements 
made by President Taft that the time has 
come when customs tariffs may be advanta- 
geously adjusted so that they may represent 
no more than the difference between the cost 
of production of similar articles in the United 
Wtates and other paris of the world.

Wickersham Says That They 
Should Be Placed Under 
Control ,as Roads Are.

FIX PRICES. 


Attorney General Declares Sup- 
ply and Demand No Longer 
Is the Basis. 


Duluth, Minn., July 19.—Attorney General 
Wickersham, speaking before the Minne- 
sota State Bar association, today took an 
advanced stand on the further federal regu- 
lation of corporations and declared that a 
government commission to regulate great 
industrial organizations, in the same way 
that the interstate commerce comm n 
regulates railways, was necessary. 

Mr. Wickersham said it was a matter of 
serious consideration whether it would be 
practical to give to the proposed interstate 
corporation commission the power to fix 
prices, 

The law of supply and demand, Mr Wicker- 
sham said, no longer controls prices in the 
United States. For years, he declared. the 
prices in all the great stan’e industries have 
been fixed by an agreement ‘between the 
principal producers and not by a normal 
play of free competition. 


Sought by the Corporation. 

“That some further regulation over cor- 
porations carrying on commerce amofig the 
states may be necessary,’ he said, ‘‘ is com- 
ing to be a matter of current comment. It 
has been advocated recently by representa- 
tives of sdme of the largest combinations 
of capital, probably as a meape of salva- 
tion. 

“But there are other reasons for such 
regulation. The federal department of jus- 
tice is not organized or equipped to main- 
tain constant supervision and control over 
business organizations. It deals only with 
cases of violation of the ‘aw. The activities 
of an administrative bdéard or commission 
would be directed to preventia, such viorae- 
tions. 

‘* Whether or not such a federal industrial 
commission should have power to regulate 
prices is, of course, a matter for serious 
consideration. The-interstate commerce law 
prescribes as a legislative zule that prices for 
transportation by rail, er wire, or pipe line 
shall be reasonable, and that no unjust dis- 
crimination shall be made between indi- 
viduals or localities similarly situated. A 
similar rule might be declared by congress 
with respect to the prices of commodities the 
subject of interstate commerce. 


Old System Does Not Work. 

“ The anti-trust tegislation is based on the 
theory that the natural price of an article is 
that fixed by the operation of the natural law 
of supply and demand. But the fact is that 
the law of supply and demand does not work 
in a natural, unrestrained. and unfettered 
manner. 

“The fact seems to be that the prices in 
the United States for\a number of years have 
been fixed by associations of the producers, 
without the participation of the consumer or 
the general public—that is, without those who 
have had to pay the bill—having any voice 
in fixing the price. In this view it is certainly 
not unreasonable that. the purchasing public 
should desire to have some part in detei- 
mining the price it is to pay.” | 


August Disbursements $95,781,986. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—[{Special.]}—The Journal 
of Commerce estimates the August dividend and 
tnterest disbursements at $95,781,986, for the ac- 
count of our railroad, industrial, and traction cor- 
porations. The increase over August, 1910, is $7,- 
881,627. Dividends alone will call for the dis- 
tribution of $46,581,986, an increase of $1,981,627. 
Industrial corporations will pay to their stockho]é- 
ers $10,516,108, a loss of $124,210, as compared 
with last year.

lumbus, O.; Morton Newcomb,) president of 
the Newcomb Bros. Wall Paper company 
of Ste Louis; and E. E. Maxwell of 8. A. 
Maxwell & Co., Chicago 

These four men constitute the weacutive 
committee of the National Association of 
Wall Paper Jobbers. Bond wae fixed at 
$5,000 in each case . 

The specific tharge is that ‘they met in 
Cleveiand on May 80, 1910, and, after a secret 
session, notified wall paper manufacturers 
of the country that if they sold wall paper 
to 5 and 10 cent stores the jobbers would 
boycott the manufacturers. 

According to federal officials, more than 300 
5 and 10 cent stores throughout the country 
were affected by the order of the jobbers.
